Gentlemen; 


foday (1 March 1943) marks the formal inauturation of the Chinese Associa 
tion of Social and Economic Research. I am honored to be chosen temporary 

chairman, and J shall make a short report preparatory to the formetion of 
the Association. 
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"The problems connected with Chinese politics, diplomacy, society, and econuny 

are very compliented. Necause they remain alymys ina state of confusion, the 

public is pussled awl cmorrasead. Ever since last samer, a group of friends, 
repreacntative of the fislds of education, public opinion, industry and finance 
has been meeting periodically to discuss these preblems; last November 1947, we 
all felt it necessary to establish an orpaniration for studying them, and that 

organisation is today’s Chinesc Asscolation of Social and Economic Research. 


"Tt seems impractical and out of place to talk of tresearch work' at a time 

vhen everyone finds it difficult even to scrape up cnough to keep alive, and 

those who are skeptical about social organizations are sure to voice their doutt s. 
They might accuse us of doing scmething else under the name of rasearch. ‘'nder 
presen’, ciroumstanees, okepticiom io natural in anyones. Any researeh work that 
departs from reality is liable to be out of place and impractical, Sust as any 
mansrement not baced on research is liko a blind man riding a blind horse. China 

at present is far fram being a moderniza! nation, and many of the basic problems 

of buildin a modern state are yet to bo thoroughly studied. iho can ceive definite 
figures on the Chinese populatian, territory, mines and forests? who has accurately 
reckoned the net income of the Chinese public? Thene fijmwres ara the basic ratelals 
for a real reconstruction, and such resgarch, though it will be done soone: or later, 
shovld have beon done long ago 


"te feel it our duty, therefore, te yather same friends of mutual interest to have 
thase problems studied and fird for our country a ray of light in the darimoss, We 
ves chould deny finaly that ve ore organizing a political body or utilising cur 
froup to take part in the political activities of the nation. Any rerolution bens- 
ficin3 to mnkind ia like a flower. It depends upon a fundamental thoory vhich ts 
ike the flover‘s stem and leaves. The vielfare anjoyed by the people is. Like the 
fruit that is from the flowér. ‘The pact failure of the Chineso revolution lies in 
the fact that the fundamental theory isn't deap and broad encugh. It ic, therefore, 
the association's aim to establiah fuat such a basic theory, and pur work will al- 
ways memain at the stage of research, The aim of cur rescarch is to inrrove the 
meneral welfare of the whole populace, and the mothoed we adopt. shall he, Ww hops, 
objective and completely open.
